26. (Currently Amended) A computer program product that includes a medium usable by 
a processor, said medium having stored thereon a sequence of instructions which, when 
executed by said processor, causes said processor to execute a process for accessing database 
recovery logs, said process comprising: 

selecting at least one of said database recovery logs to access, in which the at least 
one of the database recovery logs contains information for restoring the database 
to a specific state; 
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establishing a view of ihe_ai leasl one of said database recovery logs; 

insulating said view from a format of the a t least one of said database recovery logs; 

receiving issuing a database statement to query said view; [[and]] 

retrieving data from at least one of said database recovery logs in response to said
